A Revolution,

An event of much more importance than the
victories of Sadowa and Custozza took place
yesterday, the 1st of August, We received the
first telegram from New York per Atlantic cable,
We hope it 15 the messenger of peace; and the
great tie which s to unlte the New World to
the O1d.

Notwithstanding the predictions of Mons,
Babinet, a well-known cronker, who atlirms that
the cable will not stand the storms of win'er, we
must hnil the compietion of the trans=atlantic
eable nd the greatest event of the century.,

of for n few Iitlv‘."f. ana thnat meddpges took
a8 much ss thirty hours In transmission, He
thinks that, though the new cable i n grest
improvement on the old, it will not be able
to resiet the corrosive action ol the sea, The
learned gentleman further thinks that, as the
cable cannot lasy more than o few days, the
opportunity onght not to be loct to take the
exact longitude of the Amorican station,

Biemurk is now muking bim pay dearly for
his temerity, by conilscating his country,
A Prussinn funetionary wns sent to the
Elector, now residing at Stettin, to in-
inform him, in the name ©of the King,
that he was {ree to go wherever he pleased, nnd

It does not appear that the poor biind Kiug of
Hanvover will be more fortunate, a8 everything
leads usto believe that the kingdom of Han-
over will be annexed to Prussia. The Nord:sche
Zeitung, in speaking of the blind potentate, calls
him

The Late King of Hanover,

and ambassadors sent from him to the King of
Prussin have been sent away without having
been able to obtain an andlence. Bismuik, who
is an artful dodeer, and has evidently studied
Beaumarchais, and knows that there isnot a bet-
ter arm againgl one's enemies than cafumny, has
tried to persuade his master that King George
hae been always playing s double part, coquet-
ting at the same time with Austria anpd Prussia.

Even the kingleis of SBouthern Germany seemn
to wirh to be included in the new confederation :
thus the triumph or the gregiest man In Burope
is complete,

This creation of a powerful niilitary German
empire has nothing very comforting for us
France, Thoze who huve quietly looked on and
allowed Bismark to have atl his own way, will
some day rue it.

The Plunderving of Fyankfort,
which had been threatrued by the commander
of the Prussian forees, will not be carried into
execution, as 1t appears the soldiers refused to
obey the orders of Genersl Rodenz. The hu-
mane General has now changed his tacties; he
has made up his mind to starve out the inhabi
tants of the free town. He has ordered all the
restanrants and wine shops and botels to be
closed, and has ent them ofl’ from all communi-
cation from without,

Fortunately, the Berliners have been shocked
at the econduct of the General, and the protesta-
tions in the Prussian capital have been so
clamorous, that an order from headguarters
bas been sent to the General to treat all Frank-
forters with a little more clemeney. However,
the inhabitants of the free clty have, It may be
eaid, fallen out of the frying-pan into the dre,
as the erudle of the house of Rothsechild will, it
is gard, be annexed to Prussia,

The bankers of Frankfort, it appears, have
but little confidence in the new regime, us the
majority have decided upon transferring thelr
housgea to Paris, keeping but brauch offices at
Frankfort.

The fear of the Prussians |s now manilesting
itsell in many parts ol Goermany.
it s affirmed that the town of Strasbourg is
now the general receiving house of all the arti-
¢les of value which hiave been sentirom diderent
towne, that they muy vol fall & prey to the
rapicity of the Germaus. There is now & uni-
versal ery in Teutonic of "*Stop thief!” wherever
the Prussinn soldiers show themselves. They
have now aequired g nice reputation nmong their
fellow-countrymen, As the PPrussian
troops sel foot in Fungary, the majority of lund-
m\‘l'.q-:rﬁ gave up theirlands pro forma to the
fmperor of Mexico, thal they might be sufe
from the covetousness ol the leathern helmets,

The desth of the Burzomaster of Franklort
onthe Main s not the only one that can be laid
vo the necount of the Prussian barbarians. The
editor ol the Fosl Zedvng whs 50 overwhelmed
with griel ot the setzing ol his pregs, thal he had
un apoplectie tit, which cansed his death.

His companion, Mason, s 2aid to be a “licket-
of-Jeavelman,” o phrass with which many of our
cliizens are tumiline, owing (o the performgnee
L=t sonson, at one or morée of the thceatres, of 0
droma of that name. Whete he and Johnson
becgme  scquainted 1= not koown; out it
belieyed in police oircles that the acynalntanece-
.-III\J wius formed af an Eaelish penal colony,
und that they came to this conutey together,
What time they serived here, orin what opera-
tions they huve been eugueid ywathe Riates, hus
notlbeen dolinitely asceriained, excepl 5o 1ar 4
1% developed hy the confesgion of Hestund, so
pccomplice, There 18 vory little doubl, how-
ever, that they were concerned In several ol
the principn! safe tobberies (o diferent parts ol
thie country,

Huslnnd, in his statement, does not 11l where
he tirst met them, but he must bave bad @ Know-
ledge of them some tiwe prior to the robbery o
the store of Migsra. Hess, Rogers & Chumbaora,
Xo. 411 Market street, jor e snve that wien he
wns told of a 31,000 job, and asked 1 he contd
get men o do it, be replied that be eould, aod
Muson and Jobnson wore Lthe Operal o ho
retepred to, 1t has beon stitod some where thnt
the wrore robberies here wers performed o o
most skiliul manper, and that the clream
gtances were #neh w48 o lead the Jdoteetives
irresistibly 1o the conelusion that the depre i
fors wore nmong the most ndraie ot protossions)
thieves, 5o fwr from thuat belng the tuct, in
relerence 1o the roboery of Hess & Cos store,
Detective Tougart (capovrned in the urvest of
Sason and Johnson), who was exganned as a
witness neaiust W, K. Mitehell, the elerk, when
that persun WS under Leanung at Jie Centra

Station on the charge of robbing the store and
mulilating the books to eover up his depreda-
tions, testified that the thing was most bune
lingly done, and that he wiae sallsiod 11 was
rnot the work of n professional,  Instead of o
jimmy being need to lorée open the shutter, o
“hox-opener” was employed, and that seemod
to the detectives a very strong tact to show
that the robbery wa: done by one not up in
the business, That very circumatanoe was cons
gidered as going far to show the cuilt of
Mitehell. At any rate he was bound over to
Covrt, but became a tugitive from justiee, and
thus escaped n trial,

The store of Mr, Day was entered by moeans
o! o falvo key: there wias no evidence of break-
ing sl ally and once in tho reom, nil the rogues
hnd to do wis to seleot the elioloest goods,

The store ot Messrs, Heas & Co, womid have
nheen entered in the same muancr, had aou the
thieves touud a rasp over the kevhols when
they went to cperste at the store«loor,

The arrvst ol Mason wes brought abont solely
by the adwissione of Hosland, who had gnar-
relled with them, and thronglh him the ;1olen
poods were recovered, Amone these were o
quuntity ot laces and handkerohiels, stolon from
the store of Alt, Day, and o pnir ot shoes trom
the store of Mre, Fallard,  Money, soue Ltwo
thousand dollnre, was stolen 1rom the store of
Mr. Hess, and a tity-dollar bond. The gooda
were not aisturbed,

From the store of Messrs. L. Atkinson & Co.,
in Applotree alley, which wa-« also opeued by
imlée keve, goods to the valne of about fout
thousand dollars, consisting ot gentlemen's
fernishing goods chilelly, were taken,

That Muson and Moberts ave skilinl burglars
aud etore robbers is shown by the tools they
hod in their postession, and the laot vnds to
how doubt on the statement of the con federste
Hasland, m respect to the Hesa robbery, which

tne detectives declared at the time wa: not
the work of prolesgsional atore robbers. In o
vasllse, obtained in & room occapied by the de-

fendants in New York,
keve, plek-ocks, e,
dark lantemn,

were mnany skeleton
and 4 henvy jimmy, n
ohl ean, brsco and bit. angers,
nippeis, ete. The paincipal machine fouud by
the oflicers was one for opening =safes of @
powerinl  kind, calculated o do the work
mogt effectually; yet from s very weight and
combersome character only to be used on spe-
cinl occasions, It consists of u frame work that
i# designed to be lastened to the Noor, and to be
bound together by cords. A heavy iron bar,
weighlong seventy pounds, 1= used for a lever,
and tuis has a bole o the centre i which a b
18 incerted, and with the bar adjusted to the
frnmework, it is used for boring in iron =ales
and vault doors. A hole is ent with o thread in
it, and a screw is forced into this which draws
the door out when the bar s torued; and so
great s power cun be applied to it that a door of
wlmost any thickness can be foreed out of plate.
It is quite certwn that mo such instra-
went was used by these men in any of their
operntiong in Philadelphiz. The safes nod tice
prools opened here within the last few years
Lave bien citlier blown open by nserting
powder 1 the kevhioles o tearing sway the
brick work arvound the doors, 1f, thereforve,
this instrument haz been used at all, It must
bave been elsewhere. With respect to the
Philadelphia troker, who {3 ebarged with being
an accomplice, tue charge rests upon the unsuj-
ported testimony of Haslund, &  confessad
aecomphiee wn the Hess and other robberies,
